. Tue seantiness of the rainfall which characterised the year 1895-96 was 
repeated during the year 1896-97, with the unfortunate but inevitable result 
that a number of plants which had been weakened by deficiency of moisture 
during the er year succumbed during the latter. The mortality was 
pe a conservatories, and was not due so much to the want of water, 
+hich was given as freely as possible by artificial means, as to its quality. The 
anks from which the conservatories are supplied contain in ordinary seasons 
weet water all the year round. But at the end of last rainy season they 
mtained, on account of the partial failure of the monsoon, less than the usual 
‘oportion of rain-water, their contents having had to be supplemented more 
xgely than usual by water pumped into them from the river. As the season 
dvanced their water thus became proportionally more brackish than usual, 
d delicate plants perished, not from dryness, but from the unsuitable 
rit! the moisture supplied to them. The show of orchids, which during 
» month of March and April makes the conservatories so popular, was also 
affected by the season, and was much poorer than usual. The montlis of Febru- 
ary and March were indeed unusually showery ; but the supply of moisture, wel- 
come weg it was, came too late to counteract the effects of two unusually 
dry years. The chief improvement effected in the garden during the year was 
the senegal the long straight avenue which leads from the river entrance to 
the. great banyan tree. This involved many alterations in level, not only in 
the roadway itself, but in the grassy slopes on each side of it. The soil requir- 
| ed for making up ‘the levels and for improving the slopes was obtained (as was 
‘mentioned in last year’s annual report) by deepening the large tanks in the

next was Mr. Spas. Dyer, Director of the Royal en, Kew, who sent - 
1,757. Mr. Ridley, Director of the Botanic Garden, Singapore, and M. Bata. 
lin, Director of the Imperial Herbarium, St. Petersburg, contributed res 
tively 993 and 847 specimens. An extremely interesting collection of 629 
Tibetan plants was contributed by M. E, Drake del Castillo of Paris. From

First forecast of the jute crop in Bengal for season 1897 (up to 
the middle of June 1897). 


Season.—Very little rain was received in Jan and 
February in the jute-growing districts of Bengal. In March 
sufficient rain, generally in excess of the normal, fell in all 
jute-growing districts, except those in the south of the Pro- 
vince, namely, Khulna, Backergunge and Noakhali. The 
rainfall in April was almost normal in the districts of the 
Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, but it was very deficient 
in the districts of North and East Bengal generally. In May 
thunder showers were of frequent occurrence; the total rain- 
fall of this month was very nearly normal or somewhat in 
excess of normal in North Bengal and in Burdwan, Dacca 
and Mymensingh; elsewhere it was more or less deficient. 
The rainfall during the first fortnight of June was consider- 
ably short of the normal in most jute-growing districts, but 
what rain fell seems to have been well distributed and the crop 
does not seem to have suffered from deficient moisture, The 
heavy rain which has fallen in the last portion of this month, 
since the District Officers wrote, has no doubt improved the 
prospects of the jute crop. 

2. Area cultivated.—The total area sown in jute duri 
the current season appears, from the district returns append- 
ed to this note, to amount to 2,188,100 acres against 2,203,000 

acres estimated to have been sown in 1896, The decrease 
in area sown this year is nominal. The difficulty antici- 
pated in steeping jute for want of water is reported to have 
checked sowings to some extent in Jessore and Nadia. 
Contraction in area is most noticeable in these two districts 
and in wer a Tn a few districts, on the other hand, 
a somewhat larger area than last year’s has been sown this 
year, owing, it is believed, to favourable rain having been 
received in the beginning of the season. It is also stated 
that high price of rice has to some extent influenced cultiva- 
tors to grow paddy this year in preference to jute. 








8. Oharacter of the crop.—The prospects of the cro: 
appear so far to be favourable. In North and East j 
which are the chief seats of jute cultivation, the crop 
mises to give at least an average outturn, regard being had 
to the persistent tendency of local reporting officers to under- 
estimate outturn, while the prospects of the crop are equally 
good in districts of less importance. The arithmetical mean 
of theestimates of ou#gurn in annas returned by the District 
Officers for the current year is 145 annas; but in view of 
the tendency to under-estimate noticed above, the av 
outturn of the,present crop is estimated by this Depart- 
ment at 14 annas, or nearly the same as the crops of 
1894 and 1895 but over a slightly reduced area. The fulfil- 
ment of the present promise of the crop will depend, of 
course, on the season continuing to be favourable during the 
next ts Coma and on the crop escaping serious injury by 
early fi 

4. Gross yield of the Sg Pa wg the crop of 1897 
with the crops of 1894 and 1895, the ield of the 

nt crop may be estimated at 67 lakhs of bales agai 

1 lakhs (esvieod estimate) in 1894 and 73 lakhs (revised 
estimate) in 1895. 

In accordance with a suggestion made by the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce last year, the exportable surplus of 
jute out of present crop has not been estimated. Some of 
the factors which determine that surplus, such as the amount 
locally consumed and the stock of jute from the previous 
year, are so uncertain and variable, that it is considered 
safest to allow those interested in the trade to make their 
own deduction as to the probable quantity of jute available 
for export. The estimate of yield adopted in this Depart- 
ment is that a 16 Ree gives 15 maunds of raw jute 
or 1,230 pounds to the . It has been roughly estimated 
in this Department that local,consumption of raw jute in the 
districts for house construction, tethering cattle, local y- 
cloth and minor uses may account for 10 to 15 of 
bales. This estimate is sometimes challenged as excessive, 
With regard to stocks, it may be noted that enquiries recently 
made hyo otlicers appear to show that very little jute is 
left in the districts out of the crop of 1896. As regards the 
consumption of jute by the Indian mills (an important 
factor in determining the surplus available for exportation), 
it may be mentioned that the Indian Jute Manufactures

Second note on the outturn of rabi crops in Bengal harvested in 
the spring of 1896-97. 


Explinatory.—lt was stated in the preliminary _ 
on the outturn of rabi crops for 1896-97, issued on the 8rd 
April 1897, that in consequence of the incomplete estimate 
of rabj non-food-crops returned by District Officers in 
March last, it was not possible to prepare at the time a 
complete report on area cultivated with all kinds of rabi 
crops during the past season, and on their outturn. The 
returns appended to this note contain ‘estimates of the’ area 
and outturn of all kinds of radi crops (food as well as non- 
food-crops) harvested in the spring of 1896-97. The esti- 
mates of area and outturn of all radi food-crops, exce 
sugarcane, now published, are, with a few exceptions, 
same as were published in the returns appended to the 
preliminary note of 3rd April 1897. Sugarcane, which 
tid not appear in the preliminary returns, is now ‘added to 
the list of rabi food-crops. 

Separate estimates of area and outturn have been 
shown in the returns under the head of radi non-food-crops 
for certain special crops, such as tobacco, opium, and Indian 
hemp, for which no separate forecast notes have been 
published. 

The remaining radi non-food-crops, among which the 
most important are oilseeds and cotton (for which separate 
forecast notes have been published), are shown in the 
aggregate. On reference to the provincial totals of the 
normal areas under the different oh of rabi crops, it will 
be seen that out of an estimated total area of 18} millions 
of acres, the food-crops, including sugarcane, occupy about 
12} millions of acres or two-thirds of the estimated rabi 
area. The remaining one-third, or six millions of acres, is 
occupied by non-food-crops, among which oilseeds occupying 
about four million acres and tobacco occupying about oak 
fifths of a million of acres, are the most important, 

2. Character of the rabi season of 1896-97.—The 
character of the last radi season was briefly descrihed in the 
preliminary note of 3rd April 1897. The description is 
reproduced below for convenience of reference. ‘The mon- 
soon sea8on of 1896 was exceptionally -dry, and the rains, 













moreover, ceased early in the latter part of September, 
The month of October was practically rainless, and no 
general rain was received over the Province till the third 
week of November. The absence of rain during this period, 
and the deficient rainfall of the previous wont produ 
a lack of moisture in the soil, which interfered seriously 
with the preparation of the land and the sowings of the 
rabi crops generally. Rain fell on the 23rd and 24th’ 
November in many parts of these Provinces, but the showers 
were too light to do much good to the rabi crops which had 
been sown, In ,December there was no rain in Lower 
and Orissa. In North Bengal there was general rain 
on the 31st, and in Bihar and Chota Nagpur light rain fell 
on the 25th and 3ist. In January, rain was very light 
throughout the Province, in most parts practically ni. In 
February useful showers were received in all parts of these 
Provinces during the first three weeks of the month, which 
improved the prospects of the standing crops to some extent, 
The showers were generally light, except the rain which 
fell about the middle of the month in Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur. No rain fell during the last week of February. 
The rainfall of February was above the normal in Orissa 
and Chota Nagpur, practically normal in Bihar, and in 
defect of the noi in Bengal Proper. Hail slightly 
damaged the aoa crops in Palamau during the first 
week of |Fe . There was rain in the first week of 
March in parts of Northern and Eastern Bengal. In the 
second week ave showers of rain fell in many districts; 
and in parts of B pur and Palamau the rain was 
accompanied by hail and storm which did some damage to 
standing crops. In the third week scattered showers 
oereenet in some instances by high winds) fell in 
ifferent parts of these Provinces. During the last week of 
March rain was general all over the Province. It proved 
useful to spring crops, and is not reported to have injured 
the crops ready for harvest or lying on the threshing floor. 

3. Area cullivated.—According to the revised estimates 
now published, the area sown in 1896-97 with rabi food- 
crops, exclusive of eanconee, sruae to be 8,724,900 acres, 
against 9,473,900 acres estimated fo have been sown in the 
previous year. The decrease of 749,000 acres (7-9 per cent.) 
is attributed to the early cessation of the monsoon rains of 
1896, Among the radi food-crops there was, however, a 
noticeable increase in the area sown in boro rice (675,000 acres 
in 1896-97 against 561,700 acres in 1895-96); the extension 
of cultivation of boro paddy appears to have been due to the 
failure of the bhadoi and winter paddy crops. There was 
a nominal increase in the area cropped with ren, yams, 
melons, and other cold weather vegetables and fruits. 

The estimated area under sugarcane in 1896-97 was 
$35,000 acres, against 927,000 acres in the previous year. 
The decrease in area seems to have been due to the want of 
rain at the sowing time in the cold weather of 1895-96. The 





areas sown in tobacco, opium, paddy and ganja also show a 
slight decrease, due ‘no idoubt to’ the want of rain in ti 
beginning of the last cold weather. There was, however, a1

4, Estimated outturn of crops—The outturn of the rabi_ 
food-crops (except sugarcane) was described in the prelimin- 
ary note of drd April 1897. The estimates of outturn of 
these crops remain generally the same, as shown in the 
preliminary returns. The average outturn for Bengal, of 
the radi crops of 1896-97, was stated in the preliminary note 
to be 103 annas, against 114 annas estimated as the outturn 
of the rabi crops of 1895-96 grown on somewhat larger 
area. In the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions, which together _ 
comprise $ths of the total area under rabi food-crops, and Ss 
where the area under cultivation with radi food-crops was — 
not much less than was cultivated in the previous year, - 
the cultivation in a stated to be not vir hae 
12 annas. The outturn of sugarcane, tobacco, and ‘radi 
non-food-crops” generally is estimated at nearly} three- 
fourths of the average. The arithmetical mean ‘of the 
district returns of yield of opium appears to be 13 annas for 
1896-97, against 12} annas in 1895-96. But it would ap 
from the Opium Administration Report for 1895-96 that 
the yield of opium per bigha in 1895-96 ‘was slightly above 
the average of the past ten years. It is probable, therefore, 
that the outturn of the crop of 1896-97, which appears to 
have been slightly better than that of 1895-96, was a little 
over 16-annas, and not so low as 13 annas, which is the 
figure resultant from the District Officers’ estimates.

The ‘wages earned during the two periods do not show miuch difference. 
There was a satisfactory increase in the average daily outturn per male unit, 
and a consequent decréase in the cost rate per 1,000 cubic’ feet of earthwork 
in the district of Shahabad. Mr. Toogood, the Public Works Department 
Superintendent of Relief Works, who was af on tour in this district, reported 
thatthe measurements were unimpeachable and that the work was being 
well done.

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3. ‘There was a slight increase in the number of admissions at Patna, 
Cuttack and Berhampore, and a falling off of 12 and 11 SRDS at Dullunda 
and Dacca, the total number of admissions being 156 against 162 in the pre-_ 
vious year. At Dullunda it is stated that several female patients could not — 
be admitted for want of sufficient accommodation. Re-admissions numbered 
25, a rise of 8, Dullunda heading the list with 12: twelve were of persons who 
returned to the asylums after trial, nine were cases of relapse, and four were 
sent back after having been made over to their friends. Of the 181 lunatics 
admitted and re-admitted during the year, 104 were criminal and 77 non- 
criminal, the figures in the preceding year being 08 and 82, respectively. 
The number of criminal lunatics remaining on 31st December was 477, against 
470 in 1895, giving a proportion to non-criminals of 51°96 against 51°03. O€ 
these, 191 had been tried and acquitted on the ground of insanity, 260 were 
detained becauso incapable of making a defence, and 26 were persons who had 
been imprisoned for an offence, had become insane while in jail, and had been 
transferred to an asylum. The numbers for these three classes in 1895 were 
185, 255 and 30. 

4. The number of discharges fell from 111 to 94. Patna shows a rise 
of 6, owing to a larger number of patients having been made over to their 
friends, but at Dacca and Dullunda there was a decrease of 16 and 10 respec- 
tively. At Dacca, it is stated, there were fewer recoveries, while at Dullunda 
the decrease seems to have been chiefly due-to the fact that all the females 
remaining from the year before were unfit for release, and that man residents 
of other provinces were admitted whose relatives could not be found. During 
the year there were only 61 recoveries in the 5 asylums, against 81 in the 
preceding year. ' 

5. Dr. Newman reports that the accommodation available was everywhere 
more than sufficient, and the figures show that 757 was the t number 
confined on any one night, while the asylums are calculated to be able to 
contain 1,137, allowing 50 superficial square feet for each patient. The Super- 
intendent of the Dullunda Asylum indeed complained of inadequate accommo- 
dation for females, but since the close of the year measures have been taken to 
relieve the overcrowding inthis asylum by transferring patients who come 
from other provinces to asylums situated within those provinces. 

6, Statements VI-and VII haye been revised and simplified in accordance 
with the orders of the Government of India received last year. In the former 
are shown the types, and in the latter the alleged causes, of insanity. Of a 
total of 181 admissions, 104 are classified under mania, 28 under melancholia, 
and the remainder under various other types; 60 are ascribed to physical causes 
27 to moral, and 94 to “ causesunknown.” Of the 60 cases attributed to physical 
causes, 20 cases are entered as due to ganja, 6 to spirit drinking, 1 to excessive 
study, 14 to heredity, and 19 to other causes. Not a single case was ascertained 
to have been brought on by the use of charas, bhang or opium. Although the 
number of cases ascribed to indulgence in ganja has from 40 in 1894 
og in the me year, there win “as newegg. to exa te the frequency of 
this cause, and much care mn taken in e um to test the descri 
tive = =< avoid a =P diagnosis on thin pola e: 

. e number of admissions to hospital during the decreased 
from 954 to 898, but the average daily apes of sick sie tnocs 58°81 to 
84°64. At Dullunda there were 122 fewer admissions to hospital, which was 
due chiefly to the prophylactic measures introduced, the periodical weighment 
of the patients, and the formation of an “infirm ng,” the members of which 
received medicines and extra diet without being admitted to hospital.

@ system of Placing dry earth on the floors, doubts about the advisability 
of which for Dullunda were entertained, is reported to have answered admirably 
in the wards whero filthy patients were kept. The visitors, however, reported 
against its general use in the asylum. 

8. There were 16 injuries and accidents against 22 in 1895. There was 
one sudden death at Dullunda, the cause of which could not be ascertained, 
but which is reported to have been due to either an injury or an accident. 
At Berhampore one lunatic got concussion of the brain by a fall from a tree 
he had climbed to steal dichis, and another had his leg en from the stone 
of an oil-mill falling on it. There were five escapes from Dullunda and one 
from Patna during the year. In every instance «the lunatics were recap- 
tured. At Patna the female warder in charge was dismissed, and for four of 
the escapes at Dullunda the warders who were responsible were punished.

11. The profits from the Dullunda raid farm fell from Rs. 1,092-4-9 in 
1895 to Rs, 646-13-9 owing to a change in the system of administration. At 
Dacca the farm was able to make a small profit besides supplying the patients. 
The dairy at Berhampore was opened in the latter part of the year: a cowshed 
was aoe twelve cows were purchased, and the farm is now working satis- 
factorily. 

12, There were 17 admissions and 2 re-admissions to the European 
Asylum at Bhowanipur during the year, while 32 patients remained from the 
previous year, making a total of 51 against 54 in 1896. Two of the persons 
admitted were criminal lunatics. There were 6 recoveries, against 10 in the 
former year; one person was despatched to Europe under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, and one as a civil pauper lunatic ; two persons were transferred 
to the care of friends, and five died ; so that the inmates of the asylum at the 
end of the year numbered 36. Accommodation is provided for 23 males and 19 
females; aud as the number confined on any one night did not exceed 
21 males and 15 females, there was no overcrowding at any time of the year. 
The daily average strength was 18-11 against 96°57 in the preceding year; the

ospital, The total expenditure decreased from. Ks. 22,838 to Rs, 21,269, 
but owing again to the smaller number of patients and to the smaller sum 
received from paying patients, the average cost of each lunatic to Government 
rose from Rs, 313 to Rs, 359.

Colonel: Ross during the year, but the present Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals has had no opportunity of visiting any of the institutions since he 
took over charge of his office. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank 
Sur, Colonel Newman for his interesting report, and the yarious Superin- 
tendents, especially Surgeon-Captain Moir, who had charge of Dullunda and 
Bhowanipur, for their efficient administration of the asylums during the 
past year.

STATION OBSERVATIONS. « 
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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 


‘AKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF TH METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS ~ 


TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JUNE 1897, 


Tue more noticeable features of the weather during June were— 

(1) There was only a short period of disturbed weather over the Bay. It was due 
to a shallow depression which began over the north of the Bay about the middle of the 
month, and crossing the north coast of Orissa in the usual north-westerly direction led 
to typical monsoon weather for a time in all parts of the province, 

(2) A more unusual feature was the reappearance of ordinary hot weather conditions 
towards the end of the month, and the alternating character between hot weather and . 
south-west monsoon conditions throughout the month, 

There was a greater number of cloudy showery days than usual with at times general 
yain, but with the exception of the small storm in the north of the Bay in the middle of 
the month, the causes of the unsettled weather were more similar to those that occur in tue 
hot weather than during the monsooa season. Usually a fairly well-marked distinction 
may be drawn between weather in the early part of June aud iu the latter half of the 
month, but this year the difference was not very perceptible, and it would appear that the 
change which, occurs about the middle of June, though established in the lower part of the 
atmosphere, extended to no great height, and was easily overcome after the disturbing, 
influence was removed. In other words, the monsoon current was weak and was not of 
sufficient strength to take the place of the opposing currents which are characteristic of 
the hot weather. 

Several times during the first half of the month a slight disturbance passed. avross the 
province from the west causing general rain over almost the whole province. The most 
marked of those began about the 1ltb and led to general rainy weather which’ might be called 
ordinary monsoon weather if the cause of it bad originated in the north of the Bay and 
moved in the usual north-westerly direction. But beginuing as it did-in the vorth-east of 
the province and spreading towards the south-west, there can be little doubt, but that the 
cause of it was not connected with the advance of the monsoon. The fall of pressure, which 
preceded the rainy weather, began on the 9th in the west of Bihar, extended eastward on the 
10th, and was general over the west and centre of the province on the J1th. These changes 
gave rise to steep gradients from east to west over the province, while over the Bay caim 
settled weather prevailed. 

A further instance occurred towards the end of the month immediately before the 
commencement of the dry hot weather. A shallow depression entered the north-west of the 
province about the 24th, and moving eastward developed into one of moderate depth over the 
eastern districts. Immediately before the appearance of this depression ordinary monsoon 


weather prevailed over the province. Its eastward movement checked the monsoon’ 


current, and probably caused the very heavy. rainfall. in the west of South Bihar on the 
24th and 2dth. This rainfall was so unusually heavy that over a small area extending west- 
wards from Patna, the excess falls for the whole of June are from 20 to 40 inches above 
the normal. 

Judging, then, by. the small disturbances in the early part of the month, the faint 
cyclonic storm in the middle, and the disturbance during the last week. which began by 
causing general rain but led to the renewal of well-marked not weather conditions over the 
whole province, there was a struggle between the monsoon current up the Gangetic plain 
and the high level westerly dry current, which ended in favour of the latter, 

At the end of May the distribution of pressure was fairly normal, the difference being 
uniform over the Bay and the province, On the Ist of June a shallow low pressure area 


appeared over Bihar avd Chota Nagpur. But the moderate fall of pressure.on. the 1st was. 


followed .by a brisk to rapid rise on the 2nd over the whole province, and the unsetued 


weather with fairly general rain ceased. A more rapid rise followed on the 3rd, and a second. . 


low pressure area formed and lay over the north of the province, till the 5th, when it dis- 

_ appeared owing to a brisk to rapid rise in the northern districts. During these three days, 
from the 3rd to the Sth, fairly general rain feil in most parts of the province, but the fall was 
most general in North Bengal and South-West Bengal on the 5tb. - 

The rapid rise on the 5th resulted in a very uniform distribution of pressure, as is 
shown by the difference from the normal varying from excess of ‘15 inch im North Bihar 
to defect of ‘07 inch at Colombo. There was, therefore, a shallow depression over the south 
of the Bay and a general distribution unfavourable to the advance of the monsoon, These 
conditions continued with but little change till the 11th, when weather became more 

- disturbed over the province owiag to the passage of the shallow depression, referred to 
above, from west to east across the province, ‘Lhe depression was so shallow that the wind 
circulation was very little affected, and never became cyclonic, but the gradient was much 
steep over the province on tne 11th, aud the easterly winds were partly checked on the 12th, 
resulting in fallsof 2 and 3 inches rain over a considerable part of the west of Bibar. 


From Bihar the rainfall spread over the whole province, ond what were practically monsoon

With this slight disturbance the ‘unfavourable pressure distribution passed away, and 
on aks {2th normal ezrangement preveiled over the Bay and the province, The changes 
wi immediately followed resulted in the small cyclonic storm which was the ‘only 
disturbance over the Bay during the month. On the 14th pressure fell moderately in ‘the 
north-east of the Bay and Burma. It continued rather more briskly on the 15th, anda 
shallow depression was then shown over the north of the Bay with a faint eyclonioe 
circulation of winds. There had been very little change at inland stations where winds 
were easterly and pressure practically normal, Qa the 16th the centre of the depression 
was close to the Orissa coast, with a defect of only *2 inch within the central area, It was, 
therefore, a disturbanos of slight intensity, and it svon filled up after crossing the coast. 
The centre passed between Balasore and False Point between the 16th and 17th and was 
in the west of Chota Nagpur on the 18th, when defect was ‘15 inch over the whole of 
that area, 5 

‘The depression was too shallow to cause stormy weather in the north of the Bay, but 
as it crossed Orissa heavy rain was general and showery weather prevailed over the whole 
province. 

The gradient was steeper than usual for some days over the whole area, and typical 
Monsoon winds were blowing at both the coast and inlaud statious. Very heavy rain fell 
at times on the east coast of the Bay, and occasionally some of the provincial stations 
recorded falls of 2 and 3 inches, These conditions continued till the 24th when the change 
began in the west of Bihar, which was followed by the heavy rain mentioned above, There 
was only a very small fall of pressure, but winds became cyclonic and a diffused depression 
covered the province on the 265th, Dinapore reported 19°64 inches rainfall, Patna 13°8, 
and a few other places more than 10 inches. At that time there was a large defect at eastern 
stations, greatest in East Bengal, where it was more than a fifth of an inch. On the 23rd 
the greatest defect was in the west of Bihar, and the slow changes of pressure which resulted 
in the transference of the area of lowest pressure to East Bengal evidently caused the check 
to the ‘monsoon winds to which the heavy rainfall ia Bihar was due. The depression was 
better marked on the 26th owing to a rapid rise in the west of the Province, and it soon after 
filled up the rise continuing in the east, while a fall set in in the west. 

After the depression disappeared and cyclonic circulation of winds had ceased a low 
pressure area remained over Assam and North Bengal. This intensified considerably on 
the 29th owing to a rapid fall of Pressure over that area, and westerly winds began over 
the whole province. With the westerly winds the sky became cloudless and hot dry weather 





Pressure,—Though the distribution has been at times considerably below and above the 
normal, changes bave been gradual and have rarely exceeded a tenth of an inch. The general 
tendency was for pressure to be high over the province in the early part of the month aud 
low’ in the south of the Bay. After the cyolonie storm about the middle of the month 
there-was a reversal as regards inland stations and readings were usually low, the greatest 
defect” being *2 inch, Owing to the continued low pressure during the latter half of the 
mouth means for the whole month are below the normal by small amounts varying from 
*O1 to -04 inch, the latter at Sibsagar. 

Temperature on an average for the month was above the normal iu all divisions except 
South-West Bengal, where there was defect of less than half a degree. The excess was very 
smallin Chota Nagpur, ‘but varied from 1° to 1°-6 in Orissa, Bihar, and Kast and North 
Bengal. 
eh ‘maximum temperature was generally below 1°, except in North Bengal, where 
thero-was excess of 2°10 8°, and mean minimum excess was practically 1°, except in part of 

South-West Bengal, wh«re there was a small defect, 

‘Daily mean temperature was high in the west and low in the east during the early 
part of the month, the greatest excess in Bihar being 10°. With the change which began 
about-the lith there was a reversal from the above arrangement, and temperature was 
high im the east and low in the west till near the end of the month, After the westerly 
winds became general there was’ a large increase of temperature over the whole province. 
On the 29th excess varied from 1° in the east to nearly 8° in the west, and on the 30th from 
5° to nearly 16° 

Rainfali—Except_ ia North Bengal, where there has been a large defect, very nearly 
the normal amount has been received on an average in the large divisions of the provivo:, 
In North Bongal defect is 6°51 inches, in East Bengal, Orissa, and Chota Nagpur it is about 
1:2 inches, while in South-West Bengal excess is 1:56 inches, aud in Bihar 3-12 inches. 

The distribution is more irregular than usual when louked at in detail, especially in 
Bihar, where very heavy local falls occurred towards the end of the month. Inu the east of 
North: Bihar falls were in defect by from 4 to 5 inches, and in the west of South Bihar over 
a small area extending westward from Patna there was excess ranging up to 28 inches at 
-~Dinapore. The votal fall at Dinapore was 35, at Patna 29, at Bikram 27, and at several 
iitiie stations in that neighbourhood more than 20 inches. Hxcess rainfall occurred over
